He  shall  also  furnish  documentary  evidence  of  attendance 
for  eitfhteen  months,  at  some  incorporated  General  Hospital, 
and  atso  of  six  montks'  practice  in  a  Lying-in  Hospital  or  of 
having  had  eciuivalent  obstetrical  advantages,  with  a  certifi- 
cate of  attendance  upon  at  least  six  cases  of  labor ;  and  in 
addition  of  having  had  three  months'  practice  compounding 
medicine  in  a  drug  store  or  laboratory  of  an  hospital,  or  of 
having  attended  twenty  lectures  in  practical  pharuiacy  at 
some  Medical  College  or  School  recognized  by  the  University 
of  Manitoba. 

The  tickets  (except  the  General  Hospital  ticket)  for  Final 
Examination  must  be  all  for  attendance  subsequent  to  the 
date,  when  the  candidate  presenting  them,  should  have  gone 
up  for  his  Primary  Examination,  viz  :  after  the  termination 
of  his  second  winter  session  of  six  months  at  College,  and 
must  extend  over  two  full  winter  .sessions  of  six  months  each. 

In  case  of  any  student  from  another  University  taking  ad 
eundem  statum  in  this  University,  it  shall  be  at  the  option  of 
the  Board  of  Studies  to  admit  such  student,  even  although 
the  dates  of  his  tickets  may  conflict  with  the  foregoing  regu- 
lations, but  no  student  from  another  University  can  be  ad-

When  a  student  is  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  any  recognized 
University  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  he  may  complete  his 
Medical  course  in  three  winter  sessions  of  six  months  each  ; 
he  shall  not  be  compelled  to  produce  tickets  for  more  than 
one  course  in  the  subjects  of  General  Chemistry,  and  Materia 
Medica  and  ThtMapeutics.

Medicine,

Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children, 

Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology,  and 

Sanitary  Science, 

must  all  hear  date  subsequent  to  the  end  of  his  first  full  win- 
ter session  at  College.  Honor  graduates  in  Natural  Science 
shall  not  be  re(|uired  to  present  tickets  or  pass  an  examin- 
ation in  Chemistry  or  Practical  Chemistr}'. 

By  sufficiently  certified  tickets  referred  to  in  this  Statute 
it  is  meant  that  each  ticket  shall  have  entered  upon  it  the 
number  of  lectures  delivered  on  the  subject  and  the  exact 
number  of  lectures  attended  by  each  student,  and  that  each 
ticket  shall  be  signed  l)y  the  professor,  and  fui'ther  that  the 
student  pit'senting  the  ticket  shall  have  actually  attended 
three-fourths  of  the  whole  nuuiber  of  lectures  delivered  on  the 
suljcct.  Such  tickets  nnist  be  lodged  with  the  Registrar,  by 
the  candidate,  at  least  five  days  before  the  beginning  of 
the  examination    for  which   he  intends  presenting  liimself. 

Each  Lecture  shall  bu  of  one  hour's  duration,  and  as  far  as 
})racticable  not  more  than  one  lecture  shall  ite  delivered  ()n 
each  separate  day  upon  each  subject. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  license  to  practice  Medicine, 
their  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  College  of  Physicians 
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and  Surgeons  for  Manitoba,  and  on  tliat  body  giving  a  satis- 
factory certiticate  as  to  the  education  and  practical  training 
of  such  candidates,  they  shall  be  admitted  to  the  regular  ex- 
aminations in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course  in  Medicine.  In 
the  case  of  candidates  who  desire  to  jiractice  the  Homoeo- 
pathic system,  special  Examiners  shall  be  appointed  in  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

The  Examinations  shall  be  both  viva  voce  and  written, 
and  the  maximum  of  the  viva  voce  examinations  shall  be 
estimated  as  ten  per  cent  of  the  written. 

There  shall  be  one  paper  for  pass  and  one  for  honors,  in 
each  subject,  and  the  total  value  of  each  paper  shall  be  one 
hundred  marks.  Forty  per  cent  of  the  combined  marks  of 
the  pass  paper  and  oral  examination  in  each  subject  shall  be 
required  to  satisfy  the  Examiners. 

The  examination  on  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Medicine,  Bot- 
any, Materia  Medica,  and  Pathology,  shall  be  conducted  as  far 
as  possible  by  demonstrations  of  objects  placed  before  the 
candidates.  The  Examiners  in  Medicine  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Council  on  the  nomination  of  the  Board  of  Studies.

The  University  of  Manitolja,  established  by  Act  of  the 
Local  Lecrislature  in  1877,  has  the  sole  power  of  conferring 
Degrees  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  with  the  exception  of 
Degrees  in  Divinity. 

The  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  University  have  been 
framed  upon  the  most  liberal  princi})les,  in  order  that  all 
classes  of  students  may  be  offered  the  greatest  possible  advan- 
tages for  attaining  a  higher  education,  without  prejudice  to 
any  denominational  or  religious  views  which  the}'  may  hold.

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CONVOCATION. 

Convocation  consists  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor, the  Members  of  the  Council,  all  University  Graduates  in 
Manit(3l)a  registered  in  LS77,  all  (Jraduates  of  the  rniversity, 
and  (;ira(,hiates  in  Theology  from  any  uf  the  Cullegrs  ivtliliated 
with  the  University. 


MATRICULATION 

A  student  shall  he  entitled  to  matriculate  who  has  passed 
the  Preliniinaiy  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any  Faculty,  or 
who  produces  a  certificate  from  the  Acting  Head  of  one  of  the 
affiliated  Colleges  that  he  ha:j  been  admitted  in  that  College 
as  a  student  for  the  University,  or  has  received  in  the  Univei- 
sity  a  standing  equivalent  to  that  given  by  the  Preliminary 
or  Entianec  Examination,  oi'  any  higher  than  the^e.  ^hdy 
matriculated  students  will  lie  admitted  to  any  examination 
higher  than  the  Preliminary  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any 
Faculty. 

Meml)ers  of  any  other  University  in  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  who  may  ajij)ly  for  admission  to  this  UniNcrsity, 
are  not  reijuired  to  take  the  Entivince  Exnmination  of  the 
Faculty  to  which  they  belong,  bnt  may  lie  athnitted  ml  nm- 
dem  statum  and  ad  enndein  (jradiovi,  on  ]>re.sentation  of  their 
credentials,  and  payment  of  the  re(iuired  fee. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

The  Annual  University  Examinations  in  Medicine  are 
held  in  March  or  April  at  a  date  decider!  u})on  yearly  by  the 
(Jouncil  ;  in  all  other  departments,  on  the  second  Monday  in 
May  in  each  year.  Due  notice  of  all  exan)inations  will  be 
published  in  the  newspapers  by  the  Registrnr. 

Candidates  for  any  Examination  must,  at  lejust  twenty 
days  before  the  date  of  the  Exninination,  n-ake  suitable  apjdi- 
cation  to  the  Registrar,  from  whom  blank  forms  of  a|.|)li<'a- 
tion  may  be  obtaine*!.  The  iiMjuiied  fee  must  accomjiany  the 
application. 
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Supiplemental  Examinations  will  be  allowed  to  those 
students  who  fail  in  not  more  than  three  subjects,  providing 
their  average  on  the  whole  Examination  is  such  as  will  admit 
of  their  being  granted  Third  Class  standing,  viz : 

{a)  For  Medical  Entrance,  40  per  cent ; 
(h)  For  '  reliminary,  40  per  cent ; 
(c)  For  Previous,  34  per  cent. 

Students  who  fail  in  more  than  three  subjects,  or  who  do 
not  obtain  at  least  Third  Class  standing  in  the  total  marks  of 
any  University  Examination,  shall  be  required  to  again  take 
the  full  work  of  the  year  at  the  regular  examination. 

Supplemental  Examinations  in  Arts  and  Medical  Entrance 
are  held  toward   the   end   of  September  in  each  year. 

In  all  departments  the  clasjitication  will  be  entirely  upon 
the  ordinary  papers,  the  scholarship  papers  counting  only  for 
scholarships. 

In  all  the  Examinations  Latin  and  Greek  are  to  be  consi- 
dered separate  subjects. 

No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  any  part  of  the  Second 
and  Final  Examination,  in  any  part  of  the  Art  course,  until 
he  shall  have  passed  in  every  subject  of  the  Previous  Exam- 
ination. 

Every  non-collegiate  Candidate  at  any  Examination  shall, 
along  with  his  application  for  examination,  forward  to  the 
Registrar  a  Certificate  from  some  Clergyman  or  other  trust- 
worthy person,  tliat  the  Candidate  is  of  good  moral  character.

SC!HOLARSHIPS,  PRIZES,  &c. 

In  order  to  provide  {ov  Scholarships  and  Prizes,  it  is  enact- 
e<l  as  follows  : 

1.  The  Pass  papers  set  for  the  Preliminary  Kxamination 
of  the  University  of  Manitoba  shall  determine  the  prizes  for 
pupils  of  any  school  in  tlie  Province  who  have  bei'U  reading 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  English  m-  French  etl- 
ucation,  such  as  English,  French,  Arithmetic,  History  and 
G(;ography,  the  subjects  ot"  higher  education,  as  Classics  and 
Mathematics,  as  hereinafter  provi<

{(()  Any  candidate  for  these  prizes  or  for  scholarsliijis  for 
pupils  enteiing  the  University,  must  send  in  to  the  Uegistrai- 
of  the  University  a  certificate  of  his  having  been  at  a  pwiilic 
or  private  school  in  the  Province  of  .Manitol'ii  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  preceding  school  year. 

{}))  Theie  shall  be  awardetl  twenty-four  prizi-s,  to  be  dis- 
tributed as  follows : 

{a)  Six  by  the  Latin  and  (Jreek  paj)ers;  f/>)  six  bv  the 
Mathematical  papers ;  (c-)  three  by   the   English,   French  mid 
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German  papers  of  English  pupils ;  (d)  three  by  the  French, 
English  and  German  papers  of  French  pupils  ;  (e)  two  by  the 
English,  French  and  Botany  papers  of  English  pupils  ;  (/)  two 
by  the  French,  English  and  Botany  papers  of  French  pupils  ; 
(g)  two  by  the  German  and  Botany  paf)ers ;  but  no  pu- 
pil can  take  more  than  one  prize  in  the  groups  (c),  (d), 
(e),  (f)  and  (g).  In  the  case  of  any  of  these  prizes  not  being 
taken,  they  may  be  distributed  among  the  candidates  entitled 
to  prizes  in  the  other  subjects. 

2.  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  to  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  follows : 

(a)  At  the  Preliminary  Examination  such  scholarships  shall 
be  awarded  on  the  Latin  and  Mathematical  ])apers  of  the 
examination,  but  the  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship 
must  pass  in  each  of  the  additional  subjects  required  of  him 
and  must  take  45  per  cent  of  the  aggi-egate  marks  in  such 
additional  subjects.  Two  more  difficult  papers — one  of  1| 
hours  oil  the  Latin,  the  other  of  11  hours  on  the  Mathematical 
suljects — shall  be  taken  by  candidates  for  the  scholarships. 
At  this  examination  two  scliolarships  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  and  tvvo  scliolarshi|)s  of  sixty  dollars  each,  shall  be 
given. 

(h)  At  the  Previous  Examination  scholarships  shall  be 
awarded  on  the  Latin,  Mathematical  and  Chemistry  papers, 
but  the  successful  candidate  for  a  scholarship  must  pass  in 
each  of  the  additional  subjects  required  of  him  and  must 
take  40  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  marks  in  such  additional 
subjects  Three  more  difficult  papers,  of  one  hour  and  a  half 
each,  on  the  Latin,  on  the  Mathematics,  and  on  the  Chemistry, 
sliall  be  taken  by  candidates  for  the  scholarships.  At  this 
examination  three  scholarships  of  $100  each,  and  two  scholar- 
ships of  $(30  each,  shall  be  given  on  the  Latin,  Mathematical 
and  Chemistry  papers,  and  one  scholai'shi])  of  $50  and  one  of 
$30  on  the  English  and  History  of  the  English  Course,  and 
one  of  $50  and  one  of  $30  on  the  French  and  History  of  ^he 
Fi'ench  Course,  and  a  scholarship  of  $50  in  Greek,  and  one  of 
$30  in  German. 

(c)  At  the  Junior  B.A.  Examination — One  scholarship  of 
$200  and  one  of  $120  for  students  at  the  Junior  B.A.  ex- 
amination shall  be  awarded  in  each  of  the  following  courses- 
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Classics,  Mathematics,  Natural  Science,  Mental  an<l  Moral 
Philosopli}'',  (Engli>h  and  Latin  courses),  Modern  Languaires, 
and  tlu'  (jt-neral  B.A.  Course.  The  mode  of  payment  of  the 
bcliolarships  awarded  at  the  Junior  B.A.  examination  shall 
be  as  follows: — One  moiety  of  the  scholarship  shall  Ije  paid 
in  December  of  the  Senior  B.A.  year;  and  the  second  moiety 
on  the  first  Thursday  of  June  of  the  Senior  B.A.  year,  but 
this  second  portion  sliall  not  be  paid  unless  the  holder  of  the 
scholarship  obtain  first  class  in  his  Final  examination. 

(d)  Scholarships  shall  be  awarded  at  the  Piimar}-  and  In- 
termediate M.D.  Kxaminations  in  the  papers  of  these  e.xam- 
inations.  On  the  examinations  of  the  Primary  there  shall  be 
awarded  three  scholarships  of  the  value  of  ^100,  $^0  and  SOO 
respectively.  On  the  examinations  of  the  Intermediate  there 
shall  be  awai'ded  three  sch(jlai'shijis  of  the  value  of  ^HO,  S60, 
and  >?40  respectively.  The  mode  of  payment  of  the  scholai-ships 
awarded  at  the  Intermediate  examination  shall  be  as  follows: 
One  moiety  of  the  scholarships  shall  be  paid  in  l)ecend»er  of 
the  Kinal  year,  and  the  second  moiety  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  June  of  the  Final  year;  l)ut  this  second  portion  shall  nt)t 
be  paid  urdess  the  holder  of  the  scholarship  obtain  first  class 
in  his  Final  examination.

ceml)er  an<l  May,  except  in  cases  especially  provided  for  in 
clau.ses  two,  suli-sections  (c)  and  (d). 

4.  (d)  In  the  case  of  undergraduates  the  I 'niversity  re- 
quires before  payment  of  the  fii-st  moiety  of  the  scholarships 
a  C(;i'tificate  from  the  Head  or  Actini;  Head  of  the  C-olle^e 
that  the  student's  attendance  has  been  satisfactory  ujt  to  the 
8th  day  of  Di-ccndier,  and  befoi-e  the  payment  of  the  second 
moiety  a  similar  eertilicate  that  the  student's  attendnnc*-  has 
been  satisfactory  from  Januaiy  up  to  the  be^dnnin|.;  of  May. 
And  it  is  declared  that  the  attendance  at  the  college  to  be  re- 
(juired  of  a  student  sjiall  be  actual  attendance  for  the  fidl 
term  of  such  colle<;t!,  e.xcept  in  so  far  as  non-attendance  for  a 
limited  period  by  any  j)artieular  .stinleiit,  may  be  excused  by 
tlu!  college  authorities  on  the  ;^'round  of  ill  ln-allh  or  other 
proper  reason.s. 
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(h)  Should  tlie  conditions  in  this  section  as  to  certification 
of  a  scholarship  not  be  fulfilled  during  the  two  years  imme- 
diately following  the  date  of  the  taking  of  the  scholarship, 
the  scholarship  shall  lapse. 

5.  A  student  shall  not  be  qualified  to  hold  a  scholarship 
unless  he  l)e  placed  in  the  first  class  in  the  ags^reijate  of  the 
subjects  for  which  the  scholarship  is  given,  and  unless  he  has 
passed  in  all  the  subjects  required. 

6.  The  values  stated  for  tlie  scholarships  are  the  maxi- 
mum values  which  the  scholarships  shall  not  exceed.  If  the 
funds  do  not  allow  of  the  seholarsliips  being  of  such  maxi- 
mum vahie,  then  they  shall  be  proportionallj'  of  such  value 
as  the  funds  will  allow. 

7.  No  student  shall  hold  more  than  one  scholarship.  If 
a  student  succeeds  in  gaining  more  than  one  scholarship  in 
any  year,  he  will  be  allowed  to  choose  which  one  he  will  take, 
and  his  name  will  be  entered  upon  the  list  as  having  gained 
the  other,  tliough  not  entitled  to  any  of  the  funds;  and 
such  other  scholarship  shall  be  granted  to  the  one  ranking 
next  to  him.

The  Degree  of  B.A.  will  be  confei-red  in  absentia  md}- 
upon  gooil  reasons  being. submitted  to,  and  apiiroved  of  l)y,  the 
Board  of  Studies. 


DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  ARTS. 

Candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  iJuchclni-s  of  Arts  uf, 
at  least,  three  years' standing.  'I'hcii' attainments  and  nmral 
chaiacter  must  be  satisfactoiy  to  the   University  Council.

'I'lie  iiDiterialH  and  colors  jn-eseribcd  liy  the  ( 'uMiieil  I'oitlu* 
Hoods  to  be  worn  by  ( }ia<!iiat.e.s  of  t.lie  l'iii\irsit\  in  the 
various  Faculties,  are  as  follows  ; 
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B.A. — Black  stuff,  edged  with  white  rabbit-skin,  with  a 
braid  of  green  silk. 

M.A. — Black  corded  silk,  lined  with  scarlet  corded  silk. 

M.D. — Black  cashmere,  lined  with  purple  corded  silk. 

M.D.,  CM. — Black  cashmere,  lined  with  purple  corded  silk 
and  edged  with  violet  silk. 

LL.B.^ — Black  silk  stuff,  lined  with  white  silk,  edged  with 
narrow  white  rabbit  skin,  and  a  narrow  green  silk 
braid  along  the  border. 

The  University  insists  on  all  hoods  being  made  after  the 
pattern  of  hoods  made  by  Harcourt  &  Co.,  Toronto.
